The 
experienced motorist remem­ 
b ers troub les of other years and sets 
ab out to profit b y it. 
He takes his 
car into the service station and has it 
checked over and whatever work nec­ 
essary done. 
Next he visits his b at­ 
tery man, if the service station does 
not operate a b attery department, and 
sees that his b attery is in good con­ 
dition. 
A good b attery is more essen­ 
tial during the winter months than 
any other time of the year. 
Cars are harder to start and lights 
are b urned more hours a day, with 
the consequent greater drain on it. 
To offset this there are not the long 
trips over week-ends or even the drive 
at nights to help charge the b attery, 
as in the summer months. 
It is esti­ 
mated that In ordinary service the 
b attery is called on to do 50 per cent 
more work than during the summer.

to pick out the damaged ea rs either 
at the time corn is husked in the field, 
when it is put into cribs, or when it 
is shelled. 
T o obtain best results, the 
damaged ea rs should be removed at 
each of these three operations. 
By removing the damaged ea rs be­ 
fore the corn is shelled, says the de­ 
partment, the remainder of the corn 
can be stored with less danger of be­

Clover, a lfa lfa and other legumes 
make fa r better bay for dairy cows 
and produce better milk than the best 
timothy, says C. C. Hayden, chief of 
dairy husbandry, Ohio experiment sta ­ 
tion. 
Yet questions coming to his 
department daily reveal the feet thn: 
many 
fa rm ers s*fll 
feed 
their 
milk 
rows timothy hav and corn stover. 
The milk 
from 
cows fail 
timothy 
hay or stover and dry grains is low in 
vitamines, Mr. Hayd n continues, and 
ia not as valuable for children as that 
from cows fed bright legume hay. 
If 
timothy must be grown for bay it is 
best if cut very soon a fter the heads 
appear. 
If no clover or a lfa lfa is coming on 
for use next winter, the best substi­ 
tutes a re soy bean bay or field peas 
and oats.

BLOWN UP AND DESTROYED 


Movie Stars Have Adopted Whippet Racing 


Factions Near Herrin, Ill­ 
inois, St i l l Warring on 
Each Other — Four Mem­ 
bers of the Birger Gang 
Blown up a Bomb — Shel­ 
ton Brothers Wreck Veng­ 
eance Against Their Com­ 
p e t i t o r s in Boot I egg* r 
War. 


Four persons m et doeth late S atur­ 
day night in the latest 
m onstratioii 
of southern Illinois 
g..ng 
w arfare 
when Shady Hest, arm ed road house ! 
and Camp of Charles Birder, leader 
of one of the factions, was dynamited 
and burned. 
The deaths brought to 
13 the total of those who 
have been 
killed wtihin the last five months. 
Shady Rest, 12 miles from M arion. 
Illinois, on a state highway leading to 
H arrisburg, Saline county seat, and 
ju st within 
W illiamson 
county, had 
been m aintained by Birger as a base 
of 
operations 
against 
the 
.Shelton 
brothers gang. The gangs are engaged 
in a 
feud for suprem acy ie. the coal 
belt liquor traffic. Machine guns, high 
powered 
lilies and 
revolvers 
were 
stacked in the place, which was head­ 
quarters for an arm ored 
truck 
the 
gang used for some time, but which 
lately had been dismantled. 
Efforts to identify the bodies have 
been unsuccessful. 
They were burred 
beyond recognition, but it is believed 
th at two are those of 
Steve George, 
caretaker and his wife. 
Sheriff Oren 
Coleman and deputies are attem pting 
a check of known 
members of 
the 
gang to ascertain if any are missing. 
Birger, who lived in H arrisburg, i 
m issing and has not been seen then* 
for several days. 
Lory Price, a state 
highway patrolm an, said that 
he saw 
A rt Newman, a Birger lieutenant, his 
wife and Mrs. Birger leaving H arris­ 
burg in an autom obile Saturday, They 
aob! him, he said, th at they would not 
return until after the trial at Spring­ 
field, Illinois, th* la>t of this month, of 
Carl, Earl and Bernard Shelton, who 
are charged with mail robbery. 
Newman and his wife had lived at 
the roadhouse until Friday. 
Coleman 
is working 
on a 
theory 
th at three of the bodies are those of 
members of the Birger gang and that 
the fourth is that of one of the a t­ 
tacking gangsters. 
There 
are 
evi­ 
dences of a struggle 30 feet in front 
of the road house, 
with m arks 
indi­ 
cating th at a heavy object had been 
dragged toward the burned structure. 
Ray Rone and Harvey Bungey, said 
to be members of the 
Birger 
gang, 
who are held in 
jail on auto 
theft 
charges, could not give no assistance 
in attem pts at identification. 
The destruction of the road house 
and camp was reported to Oren Cole­ 
m an, sheriff of W illiamson county at 
M arion, Illinois, Saturday by an auto­ 
mobilist. 
Coleman and George Bell, 
coroner, with a party of deputies dis­ 
co ve ret! the bodies. 
Farm ers living in the vicinity of th*' 
roadhouse reported 
that they 
had 
heard explosions about m idnight in the 
direction of the camp, and shortly a f­ 
terw ard saw flames there. 
None of 
them dared 
to investigate for 
fear 
they would encounter those who had 
burned the place. 
Shady Rest consisted of a one story 
log cabin with 
basement, 
a power­ 
house and a barbecue stand. The cab­ 
in was burned 
to 
the 
ground, 
the 
powerhouse had been blown up and 
the barbecue stand riddled with bul­ 
lets. 
The proprietor of a filling station at 
Crab Orchard, seven 
miles 
east of 
Marion, told Sheriff Coleman th at two 
automobiles passed his filling station 
before m idnight goin east in the di­ 
rection of the roadhouse and th at the 
same automobiles returned 
an hour 
later, going in the opposite direction 
at high speed. 
He said that he did 


not note the license number of either 
automobile, nor did he recognize any 
of the occupants. 
The roadhouse was the object of an 
airplane bombing attack last 
fall 
a 
few hours after the Sholtons were a r ­ 
rested by federal agents on tho mail 
robbery charge, but the bombic missed 
fire. 
Birger blamed the Shelton gang 
with tho attack,

“Every year readers of Le petit 
Journal write to me about tile appear­ 
ance in the sky of luminous meteors 
whicli sometimes burst in the air and 
light up the landscape.

stones reach the earth they consti­

scientists

aerolites. 
Their m anilic character Is now well 
recognized and there are many va fie- < 
ties of them to be seen In the beauti­ 
ful collection of tho Paris Museum of 
Natural IIL tory. 
“Astronomers still dismiss their ori­ 
gin, but all admit that tile aerolites 
are the reran;.:/s or comets. 
Between 
the shooting stars, which weigh hard­ 
ly 
a centigram, 
and 
the aerolites, 
which may weigh several tons, there 
would be perfect identity, if they were 
of the same weight.

“Formerly people attributed to these 
bodies ail {forts of terrors.

| bardmeut?

The In­ 
terplanetary spaces are being emptied 
more and iftore of the materials ^vhlcb 
contributed to tile formation 
the 
sun and the planets, and there Is no 
reason in nature to foresee a terrify­ 
ing recurrence of meteors. Undoubted- 
j ly certain years, like 1008, 1014 and 
1928, show Incontestable maxima. But 
year in and year out our planet re­ 
ceives on an average only 87,000 tons 
of foreign material. 
“That Is very little compared with 
the total mass of the globe— so little 
that at such a rate it would take 400,- 
000,000 years to accumulate a layer 
orse centimeter thick over the entire 
surface of the earth. 
"At this rate the length of the day 
would be Increased hardly a thou­ 
sandth of u second in a minion years. 
We have plentj’ of time to ‘sop what 
will happen, and the aerolites will 
hardly derange our sidereal clocks. 
“Every year we notice, also. a re­ 
turn of warmth with St. Martin’s sum- 
! mer, which arrives in November, and 
I some subtle scientists have concluded 
I that this phenomenon of warming up 
j should he atrrfbuted to the big swarm 
J of shooting star*, known under the 
name of Leonides, through which the 
1 earth passes at this period.

Air-Mail Pilots Earn 
as High as $9,000 Yearly 
W ashington.—The 
lure 
of 
Hying 
holds Its monetary reward, at least 
for the airm ail pilot. 
The aviator postman receive* an 
annual salary of between $4,000 and 
$9,000. 
Tile high pay, plus the desire 
for the excitement of flying, recently 
cuused two field superintendents of 
the service to desert ground jobs and 
return to piloting. 
Both now fly reg­ 
ular mail routes. 
The mall pilot receives a base pay 
of between $2,000 and $3,600, depend­ 
ing on length of service, and Is paid 
in addition by the mile for flying serv­ 
ice. 
For daylight flying, be receives a 
5-cent 
rate between Cleveland 
and 
Che}(‘line, 0 cents between Cheyenne 
and Reno. and 7 cents between New 
York aud Cleveland, and between Reno 
and Sun Francisco. 
For uight flying 
the mileage scale Is doubled. 
The hazards of mali piloting are 
held by postal officials to Justify the 
pay.
